SiB,—I have the honoar to submit, for the information and orders of His 
Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of the United Provinces, tiie annual report on 
the working of the Provincial Museum for the year cnduig 31at March X905. 

2. Commitice ojManagement . — During the year under report the follow¬ 
ing changes took place in the committee ; hL-. WjHiatn Jesse, M.A,, was trans¬ 
ferred to Meerut as Principal of the Meerut CoDege; Mr. Ridley, late siipermtend- 
ent of the Horticultural Gardens, Lucknow, dii^ in SeptemW last; while Mr, 
Muhammad Rafiq, B»rrister-at-I^w, resigned hfo seat on tbecommitteo owing to his 
frequent transfers from the station. Two of the vacancies thus created have since 
hcen filled up by the apixjintmcnt of the following gentlemen as members of com¬ 
mittee :— 

(1) Mr, W, Gollau, Supermtendent, Horticultural Gardens, Lucknow, tifoa 

Mr, Ridley, deceased, 

(2) Babu Ajit Prasad, MA., Vakil High Court, Lucknow, vice Mr. 

Muhammad Hafiq, resigned. 

Mr, Jesse has now heen appointed a corresponding secretary of the museum. 
The office of president was hefd from March to October 1904 by Mr . A. L. 
Saunders, l.C.S,, and from November till the end of the year hy Mr. G. A,' 
Tweedy, l.C.S, i the duties of the secretary were performed by me throughout tbo 
year. Three meetings were held during the year in the months of August and 
September 1904 and March 1905, 

3. RuiZdinjs.—The taikkanas in the GullstAu-i-Erim building, which 
fomis part of the museum, were re-roofed with jack arches carried on r<3led stee! 
joists. These underground rooms, which are useful es atotehous^, hitherto suSer- 
ed from deficient light and want of ventilation. These defects have now been 
remov^ by opening out skylights in the walb and fixing a number of pavement 
lights in the roof, and the rooms have now become serviceable as store-rooms. 
\V hat is now felt as a pressing want is more space for the Archaiological section 
The vaults of the Lai Baradari, wherein that section is now located, are over¬ 
crowded. 

4. Acquisitions. — The acquisitions registered during the year number 1,805,

5. llistOTy .—The new specimons include 3 mammats, 81 skins of 

birds and 99 birds’eggs, 4 reptiles, and 2 nsh. Notable among these are an Orang¬ 
outang (Simla satgyus) an adult renmle,theheadof a tragoca- 

meZiAti) and the head of a saw-fish (PrisZis zgtron), all prepared by Messrs, Murray

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Brothers, Taxidermists, Bombay. The horns of the nilgai measare 5* on front, 
7^"' at the circumference and 61*^ from tip to tip, and fall little short of the highest 
measurements recorded of such specimens. Experience shows that in spite of the 
care and attention bestowed on the collection of staffed specimens in the museum 
they do not keep well in the climate of Lucknow. Even those prepared in Europe 
by well-known taxidermists have shown signs of rapid decay within a few yenra 
of their importation into this country. They are not only destroyed by insects 
but they become the breeding grounds for these pests which eventually extend 
to other patt^s of the museum to the detriment ofexhibits which otherwise would 
be free from their attacks. It is therefore a matter for consideration whether 
it is advisable to spend money in adding to the number of such specimens. There 
is in the museum the nucleus of an osteolc^lcal gallery. A systematic expansion 
of this section would probably be of greater service to students of zoology than 
a number of stuffed specimens iu various stages of discoloration and decay. 

6. Art iection. —This section received much attention during the year. 
An opportunity for selecting typical specimens of artware for the museum was 
atforded by the Agricultural and Industrial Exhibition held at Bombay in Decem¬ 
ber last. Facilities for making purchases on a large scale wore afforded by the 
special grant of Rs. 5,000 made to the museum in the beginning of the year. I 
w'as permitted to visit Bombay during the earlier part of the exhibition, and 
purchased exhibits worth about Bs. 1,600 for the mueeum. They include some 
of the finest products of the art-crafrs of India. Among the acquisitions of the 
year the followung deserve mention : wood-carving from Alimedah^. Surat, Can- 
nanore, Kashmir and Bijnor; ivory-carving, tortoise-shell and inlaid d’ovk from 
Bombay, Vizigapatam,Travanoore and China ; lacquer-jjainting ft\>ni Jacobabad and 
Kashmir; inlaid marble and carved alabaster from Agra; repauss4 and chased 
work in brass and copper from Jaipur, Kashmir ana Lucknow; bronzes and 
etoiston^ from Japan; silverware from Cutch, Madras and Kashmir; Jaipur 
enamels in gold and silver; cotton prints from Lucknow, Farrukhabad, Muttra, 
Fatehpur, and Tatta in Sindh; embroidered sUks from Benares; woollen mgs 
from Agra aud Khairpur iu Sindh; a silk carpet from Hyderabad (Deccanj ; 
and glazed pottery from Halla in Sindh. A most valuable addition is a Jade 
box exquisitely carved in fioral designa which point to China os the home of 
its production. 

7. ^ Arlicare dep6t—Tha sale of artwares at the museum on behalf of 
the artizans was again attended with success. The proceeds amounted at the 
end of the year to Rs. 1,316, and show a distinct advance on the results of 
previous years. While the metal workers of Benares and Morodabad fully 
realized the utility of the depbt and maintained it by a regular supply of 
wares, the manufacturers of the Agra marble ware seemed to be quite in¬ 
different to it. When visiting the latter place in October last with a view 
to collect specimeDS for the museum, I explained to some of the sculptors the 
advantages which the artware shop at the museum offered os an outlet for 
their goods. Two of them sent trial consignments towards the close of the 
ye^ and shared in the profits of the sales now reported. Perhaps the firm 
which reaped the greatest benefit from the museum os an advertising 
medium is that of Kidsr Kath Ram Nath and Co., chikan merchants, Lucknow. 
They started business five years ago and now rank as the chief simpliers of 
this class of goods, having been awarded two gold medals at the Dclbi and 
Bombay Exhibitions. 

8, Aivhaologg .—Through the courtesy of tlie Beni Hasan, Excavations 
Committee the museum acquired during iho year a valuable collection of ancient 
Egyptian pottery, comprising ab(>at 32 pieces, from Abu Kirkas, Upper Egypt, 
They are tyjtical examples of the ceramic w*are of the XI—XII Dynasties 
(2300 B. G.) and XXII—XXV Dynasties(800 B. C.) and bear a close resemblance 
to the Indian pottery of to-day. At the instance of the Government of India 
Revenue aud Agriculture Department, the Eagineer-tn-Chief, Ganges Bridge 
Works, AIlalmbau-Fyzabad Railway, forwarded to the museum an iron triped 
which had been dredgod out from a depth of 70 feet in the course of well- 
sinking operations carried on for the railway bridge at Allahabad. It is a 
sacrificial utensil of Buddhist times as is evidenced by an Ulustration of it in 
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a Btone scnlpturo of the 9th or 10th century A. D., found new Buddha Gaya. 
The ruins on the east bank of the Kirat SSgar lake in Mahoba, in the Hanairpur 
district of the United ProvinceBj contribnted 19 fragments of Jaina sculpture in black 
stone; while the excavations mode by Dr. Vogel, Superintendent of theAcchseolo- 
gical Survey,during the late cold season at Kasia in the Gorakhpur district, yielded 12 
Indo-Scythjan copper coins and a ooUection of terra eotta objects to the museum. 
The latter include an inscribed image of Buddha of the 5th century A. D., 36 
entire and l28 fragraents of carved bricks and 60 inscribed clay seals, besides a 
number of other Ejects such as fragments of pottery, iron work and bonea To 
the above were added four sculptures, {three in sandstone and one in schist) repre¬ 
senting Vishnu-Suiya and the nava grabas or ** nine-planets,” from Ehukhundu 
also in the Gorakhpur district. 

9, Kamismatic Section.—The year under report, like its predecessor, 
was marked by valuable additions to the cabinet of coins. Through the liberality 
of the Local Government the musenni acquired a fine series of Grmeo-Baetrien 
and Kushan coins belonging to Mr. R. W. Ellis of Jubbulpore at a cost of 
Ks. 2,400. These, with the contributions from other sources, bring the total 
acquisitions of the year to 660 coins, ofs,, 21 gold, 852 silver and 2S7 copper. 
The Gr8eco-]^ctrian and Kushan coins make up nearly half of this number, 
while the remainder are classed as Mughah 235, Fathan Suttans 42, Sitrit 
12, Bahmanis 3, Oudk i, Bengal I, As&am Z, Mediceval India 3, and miscella* 
Deous3. The most important specimens under each class are noticed in Mr. Burn’s 
report of the proceedings of the Coin Committee embodied in the following para¬ 
graph. Ninety-eight duplicate coins were sold during the year for Rs. B5, and 
62 coins of the aggregate value of Rs. 71 were presented to the Mubamma^n 
Anglo-Oriental College, Aligarh, as a donation from the (^vemmeut of the United

I.^There was no change in the constitution of the Coin Committee during 
the year, but Major Vost proceeded on furlough towards the close. 

11, —The cases dealt with under the Treasure Trove Act exceeded those 
of any previous year, both in number and in interest. Forty-one reports were made 
referring to 6,182 coins, which are cleasified in the following table :—

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In addition to these, 326 silver coins have been acquired, but have not been 
distributed pending further exaiuinatloii. 

lit.—Tivo of the finds were especially ituporlatit. Amongst some coins dug 
up in the Fyzabftd district svere ^18 silver coins of great interest. TJiey are 
siinUar lo tlie Gupta coins, but the head is generally turned to the left instead of 
to the right, and the following names were read, Avanti Yaraia( 17 ), isana Yarma 
(9), Pratapaitia (9), ^ilfulitya (284) and Sarva Vanna (6). It seems probable that 
Pratnpasita is Prabhaharavardhana of Tbanesar and uJilditya is Harsaivardhana 
of £anauj. On the coins of Sarva Yarma the bead is turned to the right. Further 
examinatiorf of the dates recorded on these coins will be made, and is expected to 
yield important historical results. The second find deserving of specal mention 
included 215 Suri and 644 coins of Akbar, mostly dams. Amongst the Sari coins 
was one of Ibrahim, while the coins of Akbar contained a number of valuable 
speehnens with inscriptions resembUng those on rupees, besides rare coins of 
Akbarpur Tandii, Khairabad {?>, Jaunpur (with a Soral device on the reverse) 
Do^m (spelt Dokon), Two large finds of Kushan copper coins were reported 
from AilahaW and Binda, A nun^er of Patban rupees were obtained, includiiig 
four typos of Qutb'Ud-din Mubarak Sbab, wdiich are rare.

United Provinces acquiied for the Lucknow Museum a valuable collection of Gr^co- 
Eactrian, Saka and Knshau coins, compriaing 14 in gold, 73 m silver and 213 
in copper. 

11. Monomie seeffon.—Work in tins section was confined to preservation 
the botanical collector remaining occupied in examining the existing collection 
of economic products and weeding out old and useless sarnies. DuriutTlhe latter 
^ of the year the entire collection of food substances, medicinal pr^ucts, oils 
fibres, &c., had to be stored away and brought back to ita place and re-amneed 
owing to the repairs which the building underwent. ® 

12 Picture galleTff.^ThB addi tions to the oollection of pictures comprise 
a set of four pbotographa of paintings of Hindu mythological subjects after a famona 
natiye iminter of Indore, named jS'ana Bhujang, and seven annatinta eiiRravinffs 
of historical sites and buddings in Southern India, including the Palace of Tipu 
Sultan nt Bangalore, after drawings by Captain Trapand (1788) and Lieuteiimit 
Hujiter (1804). 

13. Library. -The acceasione to the Heference Library number 501 viz 
179 books m 208 volumes ; 133 reports and departmental publications ; 114 iour- 
nalfi and periodical publicationfl ; 64 catalogues and lisU ; 8 maps ; i print -1 album 
of forest scenes and 1 set of wings Nearly 150 volumes, comprising mostly 
works on zoology, botany, phdoIqgy,^U,e fine and t!m hduatrial arts and books on 
India and the east, were purcba..ed from funds allotted for the purposo in the 
museum budget, while the remaming number was presented to the librarv bv 
various institutions and mdividuals. The Asiatie Society of Bengal was the 4ief 
donor to the library, Imying presented to it the valuable series of the Society's nubli- 
cationa smee 1B91. Besides a numerous collection of museum and exhihitlou cata*

14. 2i7e«f ttwes The acQiiisitn>n of a large and expensive 

collection of coins, including many of great value, necessitated the purchase of a 
second safe for the numismatic collection. One with modern improvements was pro¬ 
cured from Calcutta and built into the wall of the coin room which was also 
rendered more secure bv the Public Works Department. A large case with 12 
drawers, made at Bareilly, was provided for the no less valuable series of copper 
plate inscriptions deposited in the library, their number noa' amounting to 61, 
Three large show cases were aupplied to the Art section, in addition to two wall 
cabinets in carved shis/tam wood designed to contain the collection of silver ware 
in the museum. 


15. Vi$it<trs .—The total number of visitors who entered the museum by 
the turnstile amounts to 139,14S, besides S47 pHTdantitsktn women who visited 
on the 15th day of every month. These figures ^ow an increase of 16,566 visitors 
over the total of the preceding year. The largest attendance on any single day 
waa on the 23rd of November 1904, which was the day of the Hindu bathing 
festival KdrtHhi-pftrmviaf when 12,144 r^ple, mostly villagers from the sut- 
rounding country, visited the museum, ^e daily average of visitors for the 
year was 446. 

16. Finamces ,—The receipts of the year, derived from all sources, smount- 
ted to Bs. 303, and the expenditure to Es. 9,705. Deducting the receipts from 
the total expenditure the net cost to Government of maintaining the museum during 
the year amounted to Bs. 9,402, In addition to this a sum of Bs. 7,400 was spent 
in put chasing new specimens for the museum and providing suitable show cases 
for them, the additional outlay being debited to two special grants made by 
Government during the year, v;z., Rs. 5,000 for acquisition of specimens and cons¬ 
truction of show cases and Ks. 3,400 for purchase of a coUection of ancient coins for 
the museum cabioet, 

17. Miscellaneoit ^.—In October last I visited Agra and Muttra for a wcok 
with a view to watch the progress of industries at those places aud to collect such 
specimens of local manufactures as were not sufiSoiently represented in the 
museum. The result of my visit to Agm is briefly stated in paragraph 7 of this re¬ 
port. Muttra produces the finest klncTof decorative carving in sandstone. 1 wanted 
one of the arches of a modem building copied for the museum where it might be 
fixed at the entrance. Mr, Feraid, the Collector of the district, very kindly inspec¬ 
ted the original with me and oflered to supervise the work if an order was given. 
Certain espeefced changes in the Museum buildings have, however, postponed fur¬ 
ther action in this matter. In paragraph 6 I have alluded to my visit to the In¬ 
dustrial Exhibition held at Bomoay m December last. 1 started for Bombay on the 
26th December and returned to Lucknow on the 5th January last after purchasing 
art exhibits for the museum to the value Hs, 1,600. On both occasions during my 
absence from Lucknow the Head clerk, Babu Prayag Dayal, remained iu charge of 
the Museum and conducted its iiflairs in a satisfactory way.

G, Art SeUion. —Seventy^one new apecimena wei'o added to the artware 
collection, comprising Mainpuri icirios/ij-wara, Benares brn^swarc, Mortidabad 
metalware, and samples of WW-ware, old and new; cAtian or needlework 
embroidery from Lucknow; cotton prints from Meerut, Sal la run pur and Lucknow; 
mirrored curtain from Muauffarnagar ; woollen blankets from Meerut, a coloured 
durrie fiom the Technical Institute, Nagercoil in Travancore; wood carving 
from Saharanpur, Lucknow and Ahmad a had ; carved soapstone ware from Agra; 
painted pottery from Biswan in the Sitapur district of Oudh, and a hue specimen 
of portrait modelling executed by the clay-modellers of Lucknow, 

7, Arttmre Depdi,—The proceeds derived by the sale of artware placed on 
sale at the museum by the makers or manufacturers, amounted toRs, 1,947, which 
exceeds the sum hitherto realised in any one year aiaee the establishment of tha 
depAt in 1897. The well-known Moi adabad ware alone fetched nearly Rs, 1,000. 
These resnlte are satislaotory, as the only object in view is to encourage provincial 
art industries, 

8. Archaoloffical Section ,—Want of mom has hitherto prevented the grovrth 
of this section. The existing series of Buddhist aod Jaina sculptures occuppng 
the low dark rooms on the ground floor of the Lai Baradari building suffer from 
Insufficient light, and further additions w'ould only impair the usefulubas of the 
'collection to students. Their crowded situation hardly admits of a due apprecia¬ 
tion of their value either as historical documents of the past, or as producto of art 
which in many cases can be used as patterns by artisans of the present day. The 
acquisitions of the year though numerically large, occupy but a small amount of 
space in the section. They arc: a collection of 166 votive images in day of Tibetan 
gods and goddesses from the caves at Taklakot (Purang) in Western Tibet; a 

{ blaster imitation with photographs of an inscribed vase in soapstone, which was 
ound with other Buddhist relics inside a stone coffer excavated, in October 1897, 
at Piprahwakot in the Baati district; 3 brass bracelets, and a flnely carved image 
of Fis/mt* in schist and one of a Hindu deity, probably Agrti, in the same material, 
from Rudrapur in the Grorakhpar district—a locality which, from its close proximity 
to places associated with the life of Buddha, offers an extensive field of exploration 
for the archieologist and student of ancient history. 

9, NumiemeUie Section —The steady development of the Xurniamatic Section 
has been noticed in the reports of previous years, iluring the past year the collect ion 
of coins increased both in value and number. The additions comprise 20 gold, *236 
silver and 192 copper coins, the chief donors to the collection being the 
Governments of the United Provinces and Bengal. Eight gold coins of the 
Kushan rulers of Northern India, Kanishka, Huvishka and Vasu Deva, were 
purchased from museum funds. Among other additions to the cabinet of gold 
cetBS may be mentioned two coins of the Little Kushatis (Shaka and Kidara 
Shahi] dth Ceutu^ A. D., two of the early G^ta kings, Samudra Gupta and 
Chandra Gupta 11, 4th Century A. D., three of Pratapadeva Riiya of tho Vijaya- 
nagar dynasty, 1590-1542 A. D., two muhrs of Akbar and one of Aurang;£eb. 
The stiver coins embrace equally remote periods of Indian history, furn^ing 
specimens of Indo-Sassanian coinage, of the coins of the Western Satraps or 
f^hiUrapm of Gujarat and Malwa, of the mediteval rulers of Kabul, Syala- 
pati and Samanta-deva, of Durrani kings, of Bengal Sultans, and of the kings 
of Oudh and of Assam, besides adding largely to the oollectiou of Mughal 
coins in which the Provincial Museum now excels any in India. Noticeable speci¬ 
mens under this latter class find detailed mention in Mr, Burn^a report or the 
proceedings of the coin committee embodied in the following paragraph. Seventy- 
one duplicate coins, including 9 gold, 29 silver, 41 copper and 7 lead, were sold to 
the public during the year. 

10- Proceedings of the Coin CommiUee,

See Appendix 1 4. FiatWrJ.— The total mimher of visitors registered by the turnstile during 

C. the year amounts to 1,63,635, This large attendance, which exceeds prev-ioua 

records by nearly 25,000, may be attributed partly to the growing populanW of the 
museum and partly to the visit of Their Koyal Highnesses the Prince and Princess 
of Wales to Lucknow in December last—au event which attraeted a largo number 
of visitors to the Oudh capital from distant parts of the United Provinces. Seven 
hundr^and sixty'fourpamcmew/im visitors were admitted on the Zananadays w^eh 
fall on the 15th day of every montb. Among distinguished yisitors, the Right 
Hon’ble Lord Conson oi Kcaleston visited the museum with His Honour the Lieu- 
ten ant-Gbivernor of these Provinces on the 3id April 1905,and Her Royal Highneiss 
the Princess of Wales, on the 2Gth February, 1906, 

15. FiJianccs.—The receipts of the year derived from all sources amounted 
toRs. 299 and tho expenditure to Rs. 10,574- Deducting the amount of receipts 
from the total expenditure, the net cost to Govermiieut for maintaining the 
museum during the year under report amounts to Rs. 10,275. 

1C. CtmcZusion. —In the beginning of October 1905 I visited Moradabad, 
SaharanpurandMuzaffarnngar,\vithaview partly to collect new specimens of urtw are 
for the museum, and partly to induce artisans and maDuiacturers to send trial consign- 
ments of goods to the artware deplt attached to the museum. How far this latter 
object hashcen accomplished the increased sales reported in paragraph 7 will show. 
Within the last decade tho metalworkers of Sloradabad have n^de great mogress m 
their art, and now make large profits by the product of their industry, The wood- 
carvers of Saharan pur carry on an equally thriving industry, but their aucccaa is due 
not so much to the employment of skill as to the use of fret-saws in turning out the 
articles. As a cheek to the indUcrimbate production of these machine-made 
trumpevies, a school has been started by the Municipal Board of Salmranpur with 
tho object of instructing juvenile carpenters in the delicate art of carving 
shisham wood, and this step is likely to produce under proper inanflgcment a class 
of ortisans to keep alive an Induatry for which the place is famous. At the 
request of the committee of the Industrial Conference held at Benares in connoction 
with the Katioual Congress, I contributed a paper on the art-industries of iheae 
ProvLneos, and subsequently by invitation attended the sittings of the coaferenoe 
held on the SOth December 1905. A copy of my paper in pamphlet form has 
been submitted to Government with this office No, 204, dated 23i d June 1906. On 
the recommendation of the Museum Committee, I was permitted to visit the Indian 
Museum in Calcutta in February last, and thus had an opportunity of studying how 
things were done in the Imperial Museum with regard to the iieods of the various 
collection of natural history specimens exhibited in it, The space available iu the 
Provincial Museum admits only of a bare imitation of the Imperial collection with¬ 
in the narroweat limits. As stated in paragraph 3 of this report, a beginning Jiot 
, boon made in forming a typical oollection of insects with assistance readily given 
by Dr. Alcock, Superintendent of the Indian Muscom, More will bo douo in

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4. neural Uutory Sec£i(m.'—Mention was made in the report of last year 

of the assistance received from the ludian Museum, Calcutta, in forming a small 
show collection of Insects on an approved plan. During the year under re|x»rt 
this assistance was supplemented by oontributioiiB of a valuable kind. They include 
a full-grown specimen of the Himalayan Black Bear {Ifrsus tarquatiis)^ a biu- 
tuFong (^Arctistis binturong), and sir butterfly cases illustrating aifferent phasea 
of insect life, aJi ready prepared for exhibition. The committee are^thns indebted 
to tlie Truateea of the Imperial Museum for the Improyomcnt of a section of the 
Provincial institution which is particularly deficient in stuffed animals, A head, 
with horns of the spotted deer axis), a stuffed cockatoo, and a chicken 

of monstrous lilrth complete the list of additions made during the year, 

5. Art iSeciion.<"'Tbe artware collection was enriched by specimens of manu¬ 

factures not hitherto repreecoted in it. They were collected by tbeCurator partly 
during his periodical visits to centres of industries like Agra, Muttra, Farrukha- 
bad and Ail gar h, and partly, at the Industrial Exhibition held in Calcutta in 
December last. The additions comprise a representative collection of cotton prints 
from Muttra, Kanaujand Farrukhab^, including a fine sample of printing on silk 
executed at the latter place on material supplied by the ailh’Weavera of Aiom- 
garh ; durries and piece goods from Alig^h; a complete collection of 

silk and mixed fabrics tapti, dariyai and garbi) from Agra; embroidery m 
gold and silver thread &om Agra; miniature paintmg on ivory from Delhi; suver 
plate and filigree work from Cuttack in Orissa; and samples of old bidi'i ware and 
enamels from uncertain localities. An efiective way of relieving carved furniture 
by inlaid work comes to light from Saharaupur, a place weU-knofvn for its 
wood carving of difierent degrees of fineneau. 

6. Artware DepSt .—In spite of tbe efforts on the part of the hotel guides 
to lead unwary oustomera to cheap ahopa in the city, the sale of art wares for the 
benefit of the artlmns yielded fair returns, the process of sale amounting to 
Ks, 1,4T'2 this figure does not compare favourably with tbe amount realised in 
the preceding y^r, which was oue of unusual activity in Luckuow owing to the 
visit of Their Royal Highuesses the Prbcq and Princess of Wales, It is, however, 
above the average compared with the sums realised in fermer years. Even better 
results would be obtained if the artworkmen in different parts of the Frovinco 
could be induced to place specimens of their handiwoi'k on sale at the museum. 
Proniinent manufacturers in large towns like Agra, Ztlorad^ad and Saharanpur, 
who are personally iuterviewod by the Curator during his collecting tours, regularly 
fiond supplies of goods to the artware shop, but the bulk of the artlzans li^ng in. 
the interior of districts seldom employ the museum as an idvertieing medium for 
their warve. In many instances the apathy and ignomnee of the village craftsman 
leave him contented with the small profits ho makes by dealing with local traders 
or middlemen, who usually secure to themselves the fruits of his industry by a 
system of money advances repayable iu kiud. With the progressive growth of 
the museum in its various sections and the consequent strain it puts on the working 
staff', the nuestiou forces itself on the attention of tbe managing committee whether 
tliuy would be justified in main tain ing at the public expeose an institution like 
the artware depbt for the sale benefit of private manufacturers iu the Province. 

7. Ardi(xologi<sal In the course of excavations for a sub-way leading 

from the riverside to the site of tbe old Muglial palace inside tbe Allahobad 
Fort, numerouK fragments ot stone sculpture vrere discovered at a depth of ulwut 
23 feet from the lev el of the surrounding ground. They apjxarentty bclunged to some 
Hindu temple which stood at the coiitluimee of the Ganges and tlio Jumna in 
iuediseviil times, .Sixteen of them, of different sizes aud in various ^atu of preser- 
viktion, were acquired for tbe museum with the permission of the Local GoveiWent. 
They include a well preserved image of Vishnu, two small seated images of 
Alaljudeva occupybg niches, two carghas or receptacles for a tinga, a carved door¬ 
jamb, and a slob bearing portion of an inscription in Sanskrit in duraoters of the 
Util or lOth century A.D,, besides smaller fragmenta forming decorative parts of a 
teinpk'. Objects of antiquariaii interest acquir^ from other sources are: an inscribed 
stoiLC found in the ancient city of Gibora near Kaipura in the Banda distriet, wliich 
fburisbed as the seat of tlio Baglieb kings before the occupation of tbe country by 
tile Bunddaii about 500 years ago; a votive clay tablet from Khalatse near Leh 
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t 
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(Ladikkh), presented by the Reverend Mr, A. H. Francks of the Moravian Mission ; 
two fragments of terra cotta figurines from an ancient mound near Rae Bareli; 
a copper vessel for sacrificial use found in tha Gouda district; a sandstone imago 
of Vishnu from au unknown locality, presented by Mrs. P. Rainier, Lucknow; and 
four mill-stones found on the site of the old fort in Unao, Excavations carried 
on by Dr. Vogel at Lasia during the late cold weather mouths yielded important 
results for the piuseum. A numerous collection of aucient pottery, tena cotta 
images, clay seals and fraguieots of iron implements brought in at the close of tho 
operations jn £rlarch last awaic distribution and arrangement in suitable show-eases. 

Among the objects thus acquired a clay seal-die possesses great documentary value, 
though of a negative kind, since its discovery on the spot throws some reasonable 
doubt on the supposed identity of Kaaia with the site of Buddha’s mrvdna. 

8. iiTumtsmaiTV: Se^ion.—Nine gold, 20S silver and 104 copper coioB were m 

added to the museum cabinet during the year. A large number of these, niz,, 5 f

IIL—The most important find occurred in the Aaamgarh district The 
board oompriBea 18 silver coins of the Bengal Sultana and 73 of the Tipper^ 
Rajas. When they have been carefully eicamined it ia expected the latter will 
add some facts to the scanty information we possess of this family. 

Th€ liiatorically important coins of the Mnukbaris and of tho Tnanesar hnC'i 
noticed in the report for 1905, have been fully described by Hr. Burn in the 
Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society, 1906, page 843. The three' gold coins 
of Bazodeo form a useful link connectmg the Kuahan eoina proper with those of the

Three hundred and eighty-four samples contained in 32 sealed tin cases of ^e 
old Index Collection were minutely examined; out of these, 274 samplea in service¬ 
able condition were preserved for the museum aud the remainder thrown away as 

useless. , tt i ■ i. j 

A collection of agricultural implements comprising a number of ttiglish and 

American ploughs of doubtful efficiency as working implements for this country 
w^as disposed ot by public sale under tlie orders of the committee. They Mcupied 
a medium sized room in the midst of the collection of sculptures forming the 
Arcbseological S^tion, for which latter additional apace apressmg want. The 
removal of the implomcnta has supplied this want, ivhile tlie section itself has 
been freed of the presence in an adjoining room of n ulass of wihibits which were 
quite out of place where tW^y hitherto stood. 

11, tibrtvry,—Of til* 535 articles added to the Reference Library, 99 
comprise original works In 287 voluiuea, 264 dopartuiontal reports, buUetina, 
monographs, Ac., 137 journals and periodical publications, 28 catalo^ea and lists, 
6 pamphlets and 1 set of drawings of the Teehnieal Art Series. With the excep¬ 
tion of 27 books, 7 periodicals, and 2 catalogues purchased from the museum fun^, 
the additionB represent donations to the Library from the various learned aocie- 
* ties and institutions named in Appendix B, besides a number of official publications 
supplied free by the Governmeut of India and the Local Governments. 
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Nearly lOOO readers made use of the Ubrary daring the year, of wliom 
409 have left their signatures in a register kept for the pur pose. Bosfks on Indian 
history, mythology, and religion were read or conaultw by the majority ol 
readers wbUe aubjecta like ethnology, the industrial ai-ts, and zoology suited the 
ta>te of a limited number. 

12. FisUor^.—TJie total number of visitors who entered the museum through 
the turnstile amounts to 145,801,including 1506 purdaiKw/tia visitors, for whose 
admission special airsugementd are made on the 15th day of every mouth. The 
above hgures, though showing a decrease of nearly 18000 vtsitors compared 
with the returns of 1905-06, actually exceed the average of the past five years 
by nearly 10,000, a fact which eatabbsbee the popularity of the institution as a 
public r^rt in spite of occasional fluctuation in numbers owing to special cau^s. 

13. Neu> easc 9 und Fumitwe .—To protect natural history specimens 
from the glare of the sun to which they were exposed in one of the rooms in the 
Lai Baradari building, seven large windows have been furnished with costly 
screens specially made for them by the Cawnpore Muir Mills Company. Two show¬ 
cases and two wall cabinets were added respectively to the Art and Archffiological 
sections, while 5 racks made of sdl wood have been provided for the collection 
of heavy Sivalik fossils hitherto exhibited on the ground. In addition to the 
above the museum undertook the construction of a eabmet for coins for the 
Government of India on the model of some new cabinets designed for the museum 
by the Curator. This piece of work was finished and forwatiied to ita destination 

during the year. . i » ,i 

14. Finan^s ^—The receipts of the year derived fcom all sources amount 

to Rs. 371 and the expenditTire to Bs. 10,861. Itedueting the amount of receipts 
from the total expenditure the net cost to Government for maintaining the 
museum daring the year under review amounts to Ks. 10,490,

The 
vacancy thus created was temporarily filled by au es-atudent of the Bara Baaki 
High School who, for domestic reasons, resigned hxs place in the beginning of 

^ ^ Jjigpcction ttiid —'Doctor N. Annandale, Superintendent 

of the Indian Maseura, Natural History Section, made his annual inspection 
of the Provincial Museum on the 22ad April 1907. In May following, the 
museum was inspected by Mr. T. H. Holland, Directo^ Geological Survey, and 
Chairman of the Trustees, Indian Museum, Calcutta- Both these omcers unite in 
observing that to give it the character of a purely scientific institution the functions 
of the museum should be specialised. It has been suggested that instead of 
including a number of sections or departments without cipert assistance to 
arrange and catalogue their contents, the museum would sen’e a uaefnl purpose if 
it embraced only a few branches of knowledge, such p art, ^oj^logy, numiama- 
tics to illustrate which it possessed i^aluable material in the ehape of exhibits. 
Subsequently, intiujation was received from Government that a^i^nference of

See AppeadiiB. Of this total, 94 specimens were acquired by purchase, 3 by exchange, and 656 

wore received as donations from ioatituUotia and individuals named in Appendix B. 
During the year under report no large additions were made to any of the sections 
by purchase from Government funds while the reorganisation of the museum was 
at ill under consideration as indicated in the preceding paragrapli. 

6. Natural Tlie additions to the lioologlcal collections 

comprise a leopard cub pardns) from tbe Bhinga jungles, twin bufialo calves 
joined at the back, from Lucknow, a i^cock (Paw criiigitw), a bearded vulture 
(Gypaetwi har£ia^iij) from Quetta, 1 stick insect {LoncJiodrs baueix) and 2 leaf insects 
{Fkylliwni scjfthe) from Colombo, and a collection of S3 insects rep resenting 60 
species of the orders Hymenoptera, Coieoptera, and Orthoptera, arranged and 
labelled by the Indian Museum, Calcutta. 

7. Artuare Section .—^The formation of a typical collection of artware to 
illustrate the indigenous manufactures of the United Provinces was the object with 
which the present museum was organised and located in Lucknow. Its niuotions 
w'erc defined to bo those of an art>censor and advertiser for these Frovincee. Sioco 
its inception to the present day, the institution has endeavoured to discharge 
these functions by collecting the best specimens of tbe artware, not only of the 
United Frovinoes but also, in certain caees, of the artwai^ of other Fiovincea, which 
by comparison and studymight help to improve the quality of the local manufac¬ 
tures. By additions which have thus been made to tbe artware tmllection within 
the last twenty years, the section has outgrown Us original proportions, and unless 
enlarged space is provided for it, furHier additions will have the efiect of cramming 
tbe entire coUectton, Purchases during the year were limited to samples of prbtra 
cotton and silk fabrics from Farrukbabad; inlaid marblewaro, mirries, cotton 
prints and embroidery, from Agra; glazed pottery from Khurja, Bulandshahr 
mstrict; and two samples of old brassware of unknown locality. 

8. Artware Dep6t .—There was a falling off in the sale of artware from the 
shop attached to the museum, tbe proceeds realised during the year amoanting to 
Ea. 742, which is considerably less than the average of former years. This is 
mainly due to the growth of private euterprise in the city, where dealers m Indian 
artware or their agents divert purchasers who would otherwiEC have bought from 
the museum. The artware depfit woe instituted with the object of benefiting the 
artwoi'kmen of the Province by finding a market for tlieir goods. Its maintcuanoe 
has been a charge on the mascum funds. Looking, however, at the results it has 
so far achieved in the matter of sales the Coiumittw are not very hopeful aboutita 
future aucccBs and have therefore decided to abolish it as a concern not falling 
within the legitimate function.^ of the museum. 

9. Arcfusoiogicat Section. —The da ims of the arch mological section for enlarged 

* . accommodation have engaged the attention of the committee in all discussfons held 

during the year conoerniug the future housing of the museum. Among buildings 
^ recently inspected by a committee appoint^ by Government, the choice lies 
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Wtweeu twOf tlio lesser Chutter Mtinail olosc to the mtlsenm and tho Cad n mg 
CoUegSj JjUoknoWj eithar of which if mado ayatlahle for the purpose, would atford 
saltabJe room for the arebeaologicat seetion. Failing these means of improved 
habitation, a new building, specially planned and designed for a luttseuin, will 
have to be constructed to meet the pr^ent ditficalty. For want of space only a 
few exhibits weVe admitted into the section during the year. They comprise 2 
fragments ofGrteco-Bactrian sculpture from Hoti Mardan in the Peshawar district, 
preaented by Mr. E. F. Jacob, G,1.E,, Oudh and Hohilkbaad Hallway, XiUcknow; 
a headless terra cotta image of Buddha seated in b/Lilm{spar»a attitude, from a 
mound opened at Sohnag in the Gorakhpur district; a circular clay tablet in four 
pieces bearing the figure of Padmapa^i Buddha in a standing posture, with the 
Mahayana formula stamped in characters of the 10th century A. JD. ; fragment 
of an oval cloy tablet containing the figure of a Bodhisattva-atteodant aeat^ on 
a lotus; and 2 circular clay tablets containing the Buddhist creed formula 
in characters of the lOth century A. D., from the same place, collected by Pandit 
payaram Sahni, Excavation Assistant to the Director General of Archeeology 
in IntlJa; 2 old cannon belonging to the period of native rule in Oudh, found 
during e^caTatious for a park at Lai Bagh, Lucknow; and, a copper-plate grant of 
King Harikhandia Deva of Kauauj, dated V, S. 1253 ^11^6 A. B.) found at 
Machhlishahr in tho Jaunpur district. Besides these, one inscribed stone and 6 
boxes containing fragments of sculpture and ancient pottery from ludor Khera (the 
Indrapura of Gupta times) in the Bulandshahr district, were received during the 
year, but for'want of space have been stored away for the present. These relics had 
hitherto been deposited in the now defunct Municipal Museum at Bolhi wbence 
they have been gent to Lucknow by Dr. J. Ph, Vogel, Superintendent of the 
Arcbseologlcal Survey, Northern Circle. A descriptive catalogue of the sectiou has 
been a long felt want. On Dr. Vogel’s recommend at ion the committee have eugaged 
the services of Babu Hakhal Bos Bunerjl, Indian Museum, Calcutta, to compile one, 
a portion of the amount allotted for acquisition of specimens being utnized to 
remunerate him for this work, 

10. iVu mis viatic ton.—Fifteen gold, 13G silver, and 100 copper coins 

were added to the coin cabinet. With the exception of 2 copper coins which were 
acquired by exchange, they wci‘e presented to the museum by the several Govern¬ 
ments and public institutions named in Appendix B, the Governmeut of the 
United Provinces and tho Central Provinces Administration being the chief 
donors to the collection. The gold coins include : 2 Indo-Scy thiau Saka coins, 3rd 
century A. D.; 5 coins of the Gupta Kings Kacha, Samudra Gupta, Chandra 
Gupta II, and Kurmara Gupta, 326-455 A- D.; 1 of the Pathan King Huhammail 
bin Tnglilak; 2 of the Mughal Emperor Muhammad Shah and 1 of Shah Alam H 
(oblique milling); I varaha pagoda of PratiLpa Krishna Huy a of Vijayauagara ; 
and 3 vira-riiya of Southern India- Of the 13G silver coins acquired 

during th^ear, 21 ate of the Kahahaiata chieftain Nahapilna, 2nd century A. D.; 

3 of the Traikutaka King Bahragana; 1 vigrahap^la dramigia; 7 of the Pathan 
Kings of Bengal; SbamsuJdin Ilyas Shah, JaEalttddiu Muhammad Shah, Alauddin 
Husain Shah, and Baud Shah Kar&rani; 1 of King Almcafiar IJI of Gujarat; 1 
of Muhammad Shah I ; 72 are coins of Uie Mughal Emperors : Akbar, 

Jahangir, Shahjahan, Aurangzebi Bahadur (Shah Alam I), Farrukhslyar, Muham¬ 
mad Sbah, and Ahmad Shab^ahadur; 19 of the Sikh ruler Guru Govind Singh; G 
are coins of tha Amireof Siudh: Amir Abdullah, Banu Amrwiya, Bilnu Alwiya, Banu 
Abdullah and Afuhammad; and 5 are eilver^wiro coiua called hri7is.

in. Prom finds in these Provinces the museum acquired 5 Gupta coins, 
ioolnding one of Kficha, and one of Chandra Gupta JI. The latter is of very pale 
gold, 138 grains in weight and without the emperor’s name ; the bowatring faces 
inwards and the reverse has a lotus fiower seat. An interesting find of 42 rupees 
in the Jhansi district Included a square rupee, previously unknown, of Akbar^s 
Bengal mint, 39th ^hl year, and one of JahiiDgir’s Ajmer mint, the arrangenieiit 
of the couplet on it being unusual. Other rare rupees acquired w'ere of Shah 
Jahan, Akbarnagar miut (couplet), Shah AI am Bahadur, Jahangimagar mint, and 
Parrukhsij’ar, Junagarh mint. 

13, JSIoonomic Section.—The economic seetion aimed at illustrating the raw 
products and manufactures of the United Provinces, such as food grains, oils and 
oil seeds, gums and resins, medicinal products, fibres and the like. It is housed 
in a largo but ilLlighted room in the OulrstaH'i-Bram building which contains the 
library and the otficcs. So far, the section has attracted out few visitors or 
fitudents to examiue the various samples exhibited in it. As additional 
room was acquired for collectiona which form the chief attractions of the 
museum, the committeo decided to abolish the economic section, recommending 
at the same time the formation of a botanical museum in Lucknow in connec¬ 
tion with the Horticultural Garden, to which tho aamplcs in the existing 
collection might be transferred. At the instance of tho committee, this eubject 
was brought before the conference held in Calcutta in December lost. While 
approving of the committee's proposal to separate the economic coUeotlon from 
* the museum, the conferoucs suggested that the samples in question should not bo 
destroyed or dispersed until they had been examined by Mr, Buikill, Reporter 
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on EconomSi Products to the Glovertunont of ludb, who was pTesont at the 
conference as a delegate. This o^oor examined the collection in Ma; last and has 
Bince furnished a plan for the eidiihitien of eeonontio producta in the Provincial 
Atuaeum on a reduced scale, the object of the proposed exhibition being educational 
ra^er than scicntilio. In other words, it shoufd simply aim at informing the 
people as to the nature and economic value of the more important vegetable pro* 
ducts of these Provinces* Mr. BurkilTs plan will bo conaidered by the committee 
in due course. 

* i 

13. Library, —^Tho addstiona to the reference library nnmber 369, which 
comprisa 156 books in 167 volumes, 80 departmental reports, memoirs, bulletms, 
&c., 116 journals and periodical publicstions, 16 catalogues and lists, and 1 map. 
Out of these, 26 b^ks in 34 volumesj 34 numbers of journals and 2 catalogues^ 
were purchased from the museum funds, while the reuiaining articles were j>re- 
seuted to the library by the various public institutions and individuals named in 
Appendix B. Nearly 900 persona made use of the library during the year, of 
whom 230 have left their signature in a book kept for the purpose. 

14. Ftsifors.—The total number of visitors who entered the museum by 
the turnstile was 136,041, includii^ 715 parda-naskin visitors who were admitted 
ou the 15th day of every month. The largest attendance on any single day was 
registered on the 19th November last ivhich was the day for the Hindu bathing 
festival Aurfft^ipitrutnid, when the number rose to 8,475, 

15. iVeip cases antf furniture.—A. new show-caue was added to the Art 
[Section and 21 large windows of the Lai Baradari building were furnished with 
screens of a durable fabric made at the Muir Mills, Cuwnpore. These screens 
have to a largo extent protected the exhibits from the glare of the sun to which 
they were hitherto exposed. 

16. FlwxtK ^.—The receipts from all sources amounted to Bs. 292 and 
the expenditure to Rs. 10,373. Deducting the amount of the receipts •from the 
total expenditure, the net cost to Government for maintamlng the museum during 
the year under report amounted to Rs. 10,081. 

17. General. —1 was on tour for 23 d^s during the year. From the 27th 
to 31st August 1907, I visited Agra and Farrukhabad, collecting new specimens 
for the museum. ^ From the 25th December 1907 to 9th January 1908, I waa 
occupied in Calcutta, attending the conference of curators held at the Indian Museum 
as a delegate from these Provinces, and at the close of the conference, receivbg 
and forwarding to Lucknow a collection of insects prepared for the Previnci^ 
Museum by the Indian Museum, Calcutta. In the beginning of the year heavy 
work fell on the museum staff by the transfer of a largo exhibit—a model of the 
Aminabad Bazar, measuring 22 feet X 10 feet —from the museum to the picture 
gallery on the third storey of the GulistsD-i>Eram building. A portion of the 
picture gallery had: to be dismantled in order to make room for tho model which 
the committ^ decided to trauafer to this building with a view to providing 
additional room for the Natural History Section. This w’ork was ex^uted in a 
satisfactory way. Owing to tho abnormal heat of the present season in Lucknow 
certain exliibite of delicate construction, such as the veneered cabinet ware of 
Vizigapatam, have suffered damage to some extent, othorw'ise<the condition of 
exhibits in the museum may be reported as fair.

Sib,—X have the honour to auhinife the aonual report of the Provincial 
Museum for the year ending 31st March 1909. 

2. Cornm.ittce maniagemmt, —‘No change took place in the constitution 
of the managing committee. Mr. A, !>. Saunders, I. C. S., Commiagioner, 
Lucknow divjaioH) held the otSce of President throughout the year except for an 
interval of six weeks wheu he was on leave, Mr. A. W. Tecthewy, I. C. S., 
auoceeding him in that oSice. 

The number of meetings held during the year was three, which took place 
in the mouthn of April and September 1903 and January 1909. Husiness of an 
important nature rei^uiriiig the independent opinion of members who could not 
attend the meetings was transacted by circulating the papers. 

3. Qrdinary members. —On the recommendation of the Mauaging Com- 
miitee the following gentlemen were appointed ordinary members of the Museum 
Committee 

(1) Raja Sir Muhammad Tosadduk Rasul Khan, K. C. S. L, of Jahangir- 

abad, District Bara Bank!. 

(2) Bab Shaban AU Khan, Khan Bahadur, of Salempur, District 

Lucknow. 

(3) Munshi Pmg Naraiti Bbargava, Rai Bahadur, Luckaow. 

(4) Nawab Ghoni Bahadur, Lucknow. 

4 . ^ Estahliakment .—-Tlie office establishmeut was increased by tho appoint¬ 
ment, with effect from 1st October 1908, of a photographor-draftsman on a salary 
of Ra 35 rising to Rs. 50 per mensem. 

5. Reorganization .—Since the submission of the last annual report the 
question of reorganizing the Mnseum on some definite lines has been before the 
Managing Committee till the close oi the year. Xu May 1908, a memorandum was 
drawn up and submitted to Govomment setting forth the committee's views as 
regards the subjects which the institution should deal with in future. Besides the 
collection of artwarc the formation of which had hitherto been one of the chief 
objects of the Provincial Museum, the collection of antiquities, by additions made 
within recent years, had not only reached enormous proportions but seemed to 
require greater attention than any other section of the Museum. It was therefore 
decided to place the Archaeological Sectiou on a satisfactory footing by securing 
Ruitable aocommodatiou for the valuable series of sculpture and epigraphical records 
which it embraced. This decision was arrived at after due coimideration of the 
suggestions made by the autboritiea of the Indian Museum (Dr. Aiinandalc and 
Sir Thomas Holland] and those contained in. the preliminary report of the confer¬ 
ence !:o’d in Calcutta in December 1907. A full report of the proceedings of the 
conference was received in December lost, but a definite course of action conld not 
be determined upon until the close of the official year, when exact information as 
to tho amount of apace available for the Museum was supplied by the report of a 
oommittee appointed by the Government to eousider the allocation of buUdingH 
in the vicinity of the Chatter Jlunzil, The original scheme ns sketched in tho 
tneinurandum referred to above necessarily underwent some modification on the 
strength of the recommendations made by tho housing committee. ^ It bus now 
been decided that the Museum will bo located in the present Canning College 
building when that should be vacated on the transfer of the college to tho new 
buildings ooroaa the river. Detailed proposals as to the future scope of thq 
Museum have now been submitted to Government and its orders ore awaited. 
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6. The total nnmbcr of accessions to Uio Museum and Library 

registered during the year was 1^003.

With the exception of 319 items which were acquired by purchasej the addi¬ 
tions classified above represent donations to the Museum: aud Libiaiy from various 
sources as detailed in Appendices B and C. 

7. Natui^al Ilistortf,~~^The accessions to the zoological section include 1 

mammal, 11 reptiUes and 11 fishes. Noticeable among these are a head with 
abnormal markings of a Black Buck {aniilope ccrvicopm) from Uriao in Oudh, 
and a large head of a Crocodile shot on the Gauges below 

Dbaundliia-kltera also in the Unao district of OudK Eleven specimens of fish 
comprising 10 species, 5 lizards and I snake were collected by Mr, R. A. Hodgart 
of the Indian Museum, Calcutta, and presented to the Provincial Museniu on behalf 
of that institution. 

8. Arttcare.^An opportunity for collecting specimens for th'e art ware 
section was afforded by the lato Industrial Exhibition held at N8g[rar, w'hich the 
Curator was invited to attend as a uicmbor of the judging committee in November 
last. ^ By purchases made at Nagpur and at different centres of the United 
Provinces, a fine collection of artwai'e was made during the year, comprising 
ornamental brass aud copperware from Benares, Jaipur, Nepal^ Kashmir, and the 
Bombay School of Art; enamelled silver jewellery from Multan; chased silverware 
from Bunua, and Amraott in the Central Provinces ; inlaid marble and carved 
alabaster from Agra; (lurries and woolen carpets from Agm, Mirzapur, and the 
Bikaiiir State. An interesting exhibit added to the collection of porcelain and 
pottery is a wine par of white celadon bearing the inscription in Peteio characters 
■' Alomgir Shaht, 1070,'* It was acquired by the Ijoca! Government from a 
resident of Fatehpur at a cost of Ks. 800, The jar is said to have been presented 
by the Mughal Emperor Auratigzeb Alamgir to the ancestor of its late owner as 
a reward for his building a mosque at Khajuba, the place where Aurangzeb bod 
won a victory (1068 A, H.) over his brother Slmh Shuja, whose defeat and subse* 
quent flight from Hindustan placed his rival in undisputed posacssiou of the 
Peacock Throne of Delhi. By an expert tlio origin of the jar is traced to the 
period of the Ming dynasty of China or between the 15th and iGtb century A, D. 

9. ArticAre Thp proceeds derived by the sale of specimens of artw'are 

from the d^p6t attached to the Museum amounted to Rs. 392. Compared with the 
sums realised in former years, the above figure shows a marked decline in the 
sales effected during the year under report-. This result is chiefly due to the fact 
that no^ attempt was made to replenish the stock of tJie tl^p6t after the committee 
had decided to abolish it, leaviug the sale ol art-manufactures entiroly to private 
ctiterpriae. 

10. —Thirty-one bosea containing antiquities, mostly from 

Bahet-Mahet, the site of ancient Sravasti, and from BhitargRon in the Cawnporo 
district, were received during the year but for want of room in the archaeological 
section they liave had to be stored away unpacked Ln the godowns. The contents 
of these boxes include fragments of atone sculpture, car^'ed bricks and terra cotta 
objects from sites excavated or surveyed by the Superintendent, Archaeological 
Survey, during tbo cold season of 1968-9. Jn addition to the above, 41 exhibits 
wOk-e received and deposited in the Museum, the most noteworthy among them 
being an inscribed linffa in sandstone found in a mound near the village Karam- 
dando in Tahsil Bikapur of the district of Oudli. The jniicriptioa is 

dateclm the 117th year of the Gupta ora or 430 A. D. and purports to be a 
Record by Fri^vi Sena wlio wos a minj.'tter and councillor, and subsequently a 

general, of the Gupta Emperor Kuttiara-Gupta 11. Other acquisitions deserving 
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of notice arc three copper*plato inecripiioDs which from their find epota are known 

respectively as the Chandravatir the Sabet and the Faohar plates. The first 

records a grant by CImudra'cleva ihe founder of the Gabarwar or Kathor dynasty 

of Kanauj, dated Samvat 1148 or 1090 ^ D. The second or the Sahet plate 

records the grant by king Govinda-ebandra^deva (grandson of CLandra»tleva) of 

sis villages to the cotnmumty of Biiddhitit friars residing »t Jetavana and is dated 

Shmraf llSG 4 >r 1128 A, D. The discovery of this plate amor^ the ruins^ of 

Sabet afl^ords corroborative evidence of the identity of the place with Sravasti of 

Gautama Buddha’s time, wlxtch liad hitherto been disputed by some scholars. _Thu 

Paebar plate ia one of the Cbandella king Faramardi-deva who ruled in JejSka- 

bliuktl or Jejahuti (Butidclkhand) in mediaeval times and was a contemporary of 

the last Kathor king Jaya-chandra-dei'a of ILaiiauj. A detailed list of the year’s 

acquisitions is appended to tlda leport. Mr. R, D. Banerjl of the Indian Museum, Appendix C. 

Calcutta, has compiled a catalogue of the archaeological section,^ This work will 

bo pubUshed after it has been revised by Dr. Vogel when that oflicer returcB Eroni 

furlough in January nest. 

11. The coin cabinet was enriched by the addition of 23 goldf 
373 silver and 53 copper coins acquired during the year. Of these, 5 gold, 240 
silver and 18 cojiper coins were presented to the ^luseum by the Government of the 
United Provinces, while the remainder came as contributions from other local 
governnienta and admlmstrationa named in Appendix B, with the exception of 
three coins which were purchased from Museum funds. The acceasions^to the 
collection of gold coins comprise : 1 of Chandra Gupta II, ‘ archer type,’ found 
during excavations at Knsia in the Gorakhpur district: 1 Indo-Sassjmiun coin, 

5th century A. D.; 3 of mediaeval India, vis., 1 of the Chandella king 
Kirttivarma-deva and 2 of the Tomara king Xumarapula-deva, both of the 
11th century A. D,; A/anams of the Gangcya dynasty of Chera or Kongu, 

Southern India ; ifanami of the ancient kingdom ofTravaucoro ; 1 of the Pathaii 
king Mubammad bin Tughlak, dated 727 H.; and 9 of the Mughal emperors 
Alaingir II, Muhammad Shah and Shah Alam II. Of the 373 silver coma 
acquired during the year, 8 are ascribed to the Indo-Greek king Apollodotra 
11, Phihpatoros, lOO B. O j 14 are coins of the Pathan kings Shama-ud- 
din Altamsh, Ala-ud-din Jrla’sud Shah, Nasir-ud-din Mahmud, Gbias-ud'din 
Batban, Ala-ud-din Mubammad Shah at,d Kutb-ud-din Mubarak Shah 1; 308 of 
different Mughal emperors from Babar to Akbar Shah II 5 34 are rupees and 
smaller coins of the kings of Assam, runnirag in unbroken succession from Kudra 
Sinba to Bivlj J^ath Binha, embracing a period of 122 years from 1693 A. D. to 
1818 A.D.; 2 coins of Kashmir, 1 of Oudb, a ehalram (small silver com) of 
Soutbem India, a coin of one of the Peshwaa and a Sikh coin making up the rest. 

The copper coins include among others 13 of Malaya-varma^d^a of Narwar 
* bull and horseman ’ type and 27 of the Pathan kings Bablol and Sikandar ly^i. 

Bare specimens and those otherwise deserving of notice among the year a acqnisi- 
tioms find mention in Lt.-Col. W, Vost’s report of the proceediiiga of tbs U>m 
Committee emlwdicd iu the rollowlng paragraph. Seven silver, two copper and 
one lend coitts were sold to the public as duplicate or spare Epecimens. 

12. Pt'oeeniinffs of the Coin Committee- —(I) There has been no change in 
the /jmonTici of the Coin Committee. Mr. G, B. Blea^by went on furlough on 
4th May. 

(II.) The number of cases of Treasure Trovo reported was 23 relating to 
5,087 coink of which number 4,403 were exomiued by the Secretary and classified

(III) A hoard of 1,338 rupees from th® Jhatst district furuished the names 
of two new mints of Akbar^—Nabnvlila Pattan and Gadmuta, and sguie very rare 
rupees of the Ujjain, Elichpur, Akbarpuc'Taiida, Malipur, Bangala, and HisiLr-i- 
Pirilza mints of Akbar, ana of the EairiLtA and Jill nap ur mints of Johangin 

Other rare ooins aequired from finds in these Pi^ovinoea were gold pieces of 
Kumara'piila'deva (one weighs 31 grains), of Kirlti-varma-dcva, of Shah AJam II, 
Mtihammadubiid-Banaras mint (12S0H'^26) and of Alanigir 11 with these

13. £!conom{c produds. —TJ^cre is nothing of interest to note under this 
head as pending a decision on Mr. Bnrkiirs proposals things have been maintained 
as they wera 

14. Librartf. —The additions to the Reference Library include 100 hooka in 
138, volumes 9 catalogues and lists, 1 map, 77 reports and 248 uun^bers of journals 
and periodical publications. Of these, 49 books, 2 catalc^es and IIO numbot^ of 
periraicals were purchased from the Museum funds, while the rest were received 
as contributions to the library from institutions and individuals named in AppoTi' 
dis B. The library contains a large number of volumes which have no direct 
refercQce to the subjects dealt with by the museum but which would make valua- 
blc additions to a public library. These are books on travel, historical works and 
publications on a variety oi’ subjects such as medicine, law, engineeritjg, &o. With 
these it is proposed to form the nucleus of a public library to be opened in the 
present museum buildin^r when the museum is moved to its new quarters, ^ll> 
real public library exists in Lucknow and one is much needed. 

15. Co-operatwn with (jther museuras. —W^ith a view to finding room for 
newly acquired sculpturea in the arehacologtcal sectieu, the ^Iiiseum Committee 
had decided to remove from it cerhiin exhibits which either seemed to be out of 
place in a proviueial museum or which could be_better exhibited elsewhere. Tlie 
clay model of the Lucknow Residency occnpytbg an area measuring 16^ 3'^ x 
16^ 2^ was one of the exhibits which the committee proposed to transfer to some 
public institution which would require it, since there was a full-size copy of the 
model already on view at the Resldencv itself, its heavy weight coupled with the 
difficulty of packing it, tor a time Btoo<f in the way of its disposal as pro^xised by 
the committee. Eventually an order for a copy of this liistorical exhibit was received 
by the Curator from the Bristol Art Gallery through Mr. E, ,J. Mardon, 1. C. S., 
Allahabad, In reply, the original model in the Museum was ofibred for sale, and 
as the exhibit was r^uired Ibr u public institution in England, the committee 
agreed to part with it for a sum of Ks. 300 including cost of packing and delivery 
at the Railway at Lucknow. The model was cut in four sections aud packed in as 
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many bost^ far shipment to Earope, It reached its destination safely without 
undergoing any serious daiDage oa the way, as would appear from published 
accounts oT the unveiling ceremony performed at Bristol by Lord Koberta amidst u 
number of mutiny veterans some of whom had taken an active part in the defence 
of the Residency in 1857. 

In Eebrnary last the Muscutn urns invited to contribute a small collection of 
artware to a district agriouituial show held at Ilardou A loan collection compris¬ 
ing carved articles in wood and ivory, metalware, and textile fabrics was sent to 
this exhibition. The exhibits were duly returned to the Museum by the district 
authorities at the close of the sbow. 

16. FiVitora.'—The total number of vieitora who passed through the turns¬ 
tile was 136,253, including 701 pardanaakln women who were admitted on the 15th 
day of eveFy month. The above figure closely reaches the number registered 
during the preceding year and may be taken eg the yeaviv* nvorago. Towards the 
close of the year the Museum was twice visited by Ilia tlonour the Lieutenant- 
(jfovemor of these ProvinceB. On the second occasion, Hia Honour went over 
the whole Museum to judge of its needs as regards building aeconuuodatiou. The 
question was dtecussed ou the spot by the President of the Musbuih Committee 
and the Chief and Financial Secretaries to Government who accompanied Hia 
lIoM ou r dur ing his visit, Thearrangemeuttbat has si nee been mode for the housin g 
of the Museum in future has been noticed in an curlier paragraph of this report, 

17. New eases arid furniture .—A glass al mi rah and 12 walbbracketa were 
provided for the Museum and a revolving book-case for the office. lu addition 
to these, 4 large seats with backs were procured and distributod in the Museum 
for the convenience of visitors to the two buildings 

18. Finances. — The receipts from all sources amounted to Es. 294 and the 
expenditure to Rs. 11,872. Led acting the amount of receipts from the total 
expenditure the nelcost to Government for maintaining the Musemn during the 
year under report amounted to Rs. 11,578. 

12. was on tour collecting specimeos for the Museum for 19 

days during the year, viaitiug Benares, Mirzapur, Agm and Parrukimbad. The 
specimens collected during such visits are usudly products of industries which are 
not sufficiently represent^ in the Museum or thoaeof decadent arts where such 
come to view', as old metalware, enamels, embroidery, &e, A fine specimen of 
decorative carving in Shiaham wood ( Daibcrffia, stssoo) was met wdth at Farrnk- 
habad and secured for the Museum at a cost of Ks.. 2i)0. lb is a folding screen 
7' 8' X 6' 6*, exquisitely carved iu pure Indian style and is the work of a local 
artisan who made it some years ago for a residonfr of the place. Part of the 
screen is already delivered and the owner has engaged to supply the missing 
portion in the course of a few months. Reference has been made in paragraph 8 
to my visitto Nagpur in connection with the exhibition held in tbat city. Having 
been appointed to serve ou the committee of jurors, I had to attend the exhibi¬ 
tion from the 2Ut November to the 5th December 1908, judging exhibits under 
different classea of industrial art conjointly with other Diembers of the jury. 
Subsequently, 1 was required by the inhibition Committee to prepare memoranda 
of suggestions for the improvement of such manufactures of the Central Provinces 
03 I had an opportunity of mcaminlng at the Exhibition. This requisition was 
supplied in the form of a report which was submitted to the Exhibition Committee 
towards the end of January last. The subordinate staff of the Museum had to 
cope w'ith heavy work during the latter part of the year when Mr. R. D. Bauerjl 
was employed iu compiling a cataloguo for the archaeological section, A large 
number of sculptures hod to be dismautted and brought out of the Museum to be 
photographed for the Archaeological Department and then rearranged in the section 
when the work was over. A portion of the exwndituro incurred by the Museum 
in carrying through this work has been reinmurtied to it by the ofiioe of the 
Director-General of Archaeology at Simla.
